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DEATH BY BULLYING 

Dad says Duluth school ignored relentless abuse 
before son’s suicide 


T ristan Seehus was just 13 years 
old, in his third year at Lincoln 
Park Middle School in Duluth, 
when he decided that he no lon¬ 
ger wanted to live. 

For years, he and his group of friends 
were the target of bullies who called them 
names, shoved them into lockers, knocked 
books out of their hands, and beat them 
up in the halls of Lincoln Park. 

Tristan wasn’t gay, according to his 
father Todd, but the bullies ridiculed the 
boy’s perceived lack of manliness, sub¬ 
jecting him to a chorus of “gay,” “queer,” 
“freak,” “homo,” “fag,” “emo,” and more. 

All this happened in plain view of 
school staff and surveillance cameras, 
Todd says. He and other parents fre¬ 
quently complained to the school, with 
some families placing as many as 100 calls 
throughout a school year. The school 
did nothing, Todd believes, choosing 


instead to “ignore, minimize, and dismiss 
abusive behavior.” 

“The harassment of Tristan (and other 
students) was known by, and reported 
to, [school officials] on multiple occa¬ 
sions, but [school officials] refused to 
take prompt corrective action to stop 
the abuse,” according to a lawsuit Todd 
filed against the Duluth school district. 

On February 12, 2015, Tristan killed 
himself. He’d had enough. 

The school should have seen it coming, 
Todd says. He’s now suing former principal 
Denise Clairmont, current principal Brenda 
Vatthauer, assistant principal Jacob Hint- 
sala, and dean of students Joanna Walters 
for allegedly standing by as Tristan and 
his friends were brutalized day after day. 

Vatthauer did not return a request for 
comment. The school previously issued 
a statement to media saying that it has 
“policies” to deal with bullying. 


“Other parents have expressed extreme 
frustration at the school administration 
for repeatedly brushing off bullying com¬ 
plaints,” says attorney Lori Peterson, who 
is representing Todd. “They were told, 
over and over, that something would be 
done to stop the harassment, verbal and 
physical, of their children, but it did not 
stop. Kids have literally had to leave the 
district. 

“Since this case was filed, I have heard 
from more folks who have had children 
bullied in that school district. What is 
most disturbing is a report that Tristan’s 
bullies were laughing [at school] after 
hearing that he had committed suicide. 
Clearly, this district needs serious over¬ 
sight, as it is not enforcing any type of 
anti-bullying policy. No kid should have 
to endure this kind of misery simply to 
get an education.” 

Peterson previously handled the notori¬ 
ous bullying-suicide case of Isaiah Gatimu, 
a black Iron Range teenager whose Gre¬ 
enway High School classmates beat him 
with a switch, blocked him from water 
fountains they said only white kids could 
use, and threatened to lynch him.

Rights found that school officials were 
coldly callous to Gatimu’s tanking health 
and happiness.

When Prudes Attack 

Dan Savage’s not-so-secret weapon in the war on sex 


o one takes the time to send 
letters anymore. 

The other day a friend got the 
real thing, a hard copy piece of 
mail. Its sender meant to deliver a most 
earnest message about the ‘Importance of 
integrit}^’ of urging Twin Cities businesses 
to stop supporting the people advertising 
a deviant lifestyle to youth. 

The scoundrels in question? Those 
perverts at City Pages. 

Ann Redding, president of the Chris¬ 
tian Action League of Minnesota, wants 
to run us out of business. She says wefre 
“vulgar and misogynistic,” and claims 
“many businesses have pledged not to 
carry (or advertise in) City Pages” after 
she’d informed them of the stuff inside. 

“Not only does City Pages carry ads for 
porn stores, strip clubs, and ‘phone sex’ 
but they promote and condone all kinds 
of sexual perversions,” wrote Redding. 

I’m insulted. Ann’s belittling quote 
marks around “phone sex” suggest the 
relationship Brandi and I have isn’t real. 

The rest of that stuff? Pretty much true. 
The only thing shocking about Redding’s 
letter was its July 2016 date. This sort 
of squeamishness is straight out of the 
1950s. Or the 1880s. 

In an absurd twist, Ann went on to 
target someone people actually seek out 
on matters of sex: Dan Savage, the widely 
syndicated sex columnist whose advice 
appears in these pages and many others 
across America. Savage Love (see page 
54 of this issue) is “filled with explicit 
descriptions of homosexual, adulterous, 
and promiscuous sex,” wrote Ann. 

Here again, the defendant pleads guilty. 
But not ashamed. 


Savage has seen these sort of campaigns 
before. But it’s been a while. A couple 
decades ago, the appearance of Savage 
Love in a new city was sure to lead to a 
proliferation of “concerned” letters and 
fainting couches. 

Things have changed since then. Or

rather one very big thing changed every¬ 
thing. 

“There’s a new kid on the block, that 
maybe this lady hasn’t heard of, called the 
internet,” Savage says. “The idea that kids 
out there are looking to the newspaper 
to find their smut is quaint.” 

That cat’s out of the bag, and has been 
vigorously licking itself in public for quite 
some time now. Yet Ann is far from alone 
here. The conservative movement contin¬ 
ues to wage new fights in a war lost long 
ago. It just hasn’t noticed yet. 

There was plenty of circus on stage at 


last week’s Republican National Conven¬ 
tion, but the real shit show’s in the fine 
print. The official party platform adopted 
in Cleveland is the most heavy-handed 
doctrine since Moses got off that mountain. 

Pornography is described as a “public 
health crisis that is destroying the lives 
of millions.” In the same paragraph, the 
GOP says it supports keeping sex offend¬ 
ers off social media sites, and opposes 
both child porn and sex trafficking. Here, 
heinous crimes are conflated with what 
consenting adults do behind closed doors. 
Or sometimes out by the pool. 

It comes as no surprise. From gay 
marriage (also condemned in the GOP 
platform) to transgender people using 
public restrooms (yep, that too), there’s 
still a subset of people who know very 
little about human sexuality except that 
it makes them feel weird. 

Just last week, Marcus Bachmann, hus¬ 
band to Michele and therapist to unwill¬ 
ing kids whose parents don’t like their 
sexuality, told a Christian radio station 
that he thinks gay behavior is related to 
some sort of sexual trauma. 

And if they say nope, Mark, I’m just a 
guy who likes guys? 

“I think then the question even in that 
case, well, what would I do as a believer, 
if I still was without any explanation that 
I can come up with, even if I’m looking at 
what could have happened and nothing 
comes up in my understanding, I think 
that’s a really good question to answer.” 

Well said. Doc. 

Bachmann’s main complaint was that his 
whole “therapy” industry has been picked 
on. His clinic’s critics, many of them proud 
practitioners of the homosexual lifestyle.

said the clinic was trying to “pray away 
the gay.” The opposition boiled down a 
bitter industry to a potent word cocktail, 
and guys like Marcus lost. Wit won. 

There’s a lesson here. Savage says I 
shouldn’t hate Ann or the Christian Action- 
but-not-that-kind-of action League, even 
if they want me out of a job. Nor should 
I feel bad for them. Mockery is in order. 

“You should make fun of her,” he says. 
“They’re ridiculous, and that ridicule can 
help people. When people ask, how did 
LGBT rights take such huge strides so 
quickly, I always say it’s because we have 
a sense of humor. If you look at gay rights 
marches, even going back to the ’60s, you 
had people wearing buttons, and holding 
signs and flags that had snark and humor 
and jokes.” 

As usual, Dan’s got good advice. The 
fight against prudes and bigots shouldn’t be 
waged only through slogans screamed into 
megaphones or gooey speeches about love. 

Don’t hate your enemies. Laugh at them. 
The only way to win the war on fun is to 
make sure you’re having it. 03

A t the edge of Elliot Park, 
a young black man with 
nubby dreads speaks 
through a worn bull¬ 
horn that hardly works. 
He does what everyone 
does when handed the 
bullhorn — say a word or two, talk louder, 
shake it like a Nintendo cartridge, then 
keep yelling. 

People hold up camera phones as if 
they’re at a concert, inching toward him. 

On this morning, Hennepin County 
Attorney Mike Freeman announced his 
decision to not prosecute two police offi¬ 
cers involved in the shooting of Jamar 
Clark. 

“We thought this would happen,” the 
man says. “We will never be stopped. We 
will never be silenced. Never be silenced!” 
The crowd patters with light applause. 

“This doesn’t mean the war is over,” 
he says. “Victory is still ours. You gotta 
know that.” 

The applause ratchets up with whoops 
and hollers as the man speaks of patience, 
perseverance, and faith, repeating the 
line, ‘You gotta know that,” sometimes 
emphatically, other times softly. 

Others jump on the bullhorn. It’s hard 
to hear them from where I stand, 30 yards 
away. Then a middle-aged black man in 
front of me yells out: “No, we need jus¬ 


tice now!” 

He’s struck a momentary tone of des¬ 
peration. 

At most Black Lives Matter Minneapo¬ 
lis events, the tone has been consistently 
strong-willed, celebratory, and forward- 
looking, as it was at Elliot Park before this 
outburst. Poetry is recited, songs sung, all 
with the sentiment of commitment and 
faith, unwavering resolve. 


Now the crowd stares at the man. No 
one says an3Thing. “We need it now, not 
later!” he yells again. 

Everyone continues to stare. After a 
beat, another chant crops up. “No justice, 
no peace. Prosecute the police.” 

Black Lives’ principal message is a belief 
in racial harmony. But it’s easier said than 
done. This is a revolution for which there 
is no playbook. 


Adja Gildersleve: “It’s not fun for me, 
being out on the line shutting down r 
highways.” | 

The notion of creating something that 
can be reasonably called racial tranquility 
can seem naively ideal. This utopia, this 
heaven on earth, is a far-off place, hard 
to imagine. 

But these people believe. They’ve 
become the Traveling Church of Civil 
Rights in Minneapolis, with preachers 
at the ready to lift and reorient the spirit 
of the black community. 

All the pastor’s children 


T he cops are sparse at Elliot Park, 
holding positions at the far edges. A 
blond officer sits deeply reclined in the 
passenger seat of an SUV. He looks at me 
and says hello. Surprised, I stare back. 
He breaks out a huge smile and waves at 
me like I’m a child at Disneyland, a little 
too excited and scared to wave back to 
Minnie Mouse. 

A few days before, during a protest at 
the Government Center, police stood idly 
at the far corners of the event, waving 
and saying hello to protesters as if they 
were patrolling the State Fair. This is a 
striking change. 
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In the past they came in greater num¬ 
bers, equipped with special batons that 
could double for baseball bats. “Just the 
biggest batons I have ever seen,” says 
Black Lives organizer Yolanda Hare of 
the police presence at the group’s two- 
for-one Mall of America/airport protest 
before last Christmas. 

Then there was the Fourth Precinct 
occupation, where officers stood in for¬ 
mation, refusing to answer questions and 
poking protesters to get them to move. 
When five people were rushed to the hos¬ 
pital after being shot by suspected white 
supremacists, police 
hovered around those 
who stayed to pray. 

Like a lot of black 
people, I’m instinc¬ 
tively afraid of the 
police. The/re armed. 

They can lock you up. 

Or worse. 

But the feeling is 
really the same with 
all authority figures. 

I was always a little 
more afraid of spark¬ 
ing the ire of my prin¬ 
cipal or coach than my white friends. 

We deal with this in different ways. 
Some respond with anger. Others with 
pragmatism, applying the bandage of 
debased obedience to get to another day 
unscathed. 

Still others build a holy man’s calm that 
allows them to stroll through temptation, 
resolute in their self-worth and principles. 
These are the young who organize Black 
Lives Matter Minneapolis. They don’t feel 
small around the police or government 
officials. Unlike me. 

At the attempted light rail shutdown in 
St. Paul during the Vikings home opener 
last fall, I broke off from the group. Officers 
eyeballed me, the closest to me flinching 
as I made my way from street to sidewalk. 
My arms instinctively spread, my hands

rm instinctively afraid of the police. 


open as I moved more deliberately. 

I’ve never felt like a threat before. I’m a 
smaller guy, a light appetizer for a middle 
linebacker. I would never think of myself 
as a threat to the police. To the state. To a 
government. To my government. 

Instead of trying to communicate this 
during this millisecond standoff, I quickly 
assume the role of the outgunned threat, 
slinking away, happy to have my life the 
same it was before 
crossing paths. I didn’t 
go to the protests for a 
while after that. 

Back in Elliot Park, 
the air is one of gen¬ 
eral chill. Gathered are 
black, white, and the not 
immediately ethnically 
recognizable. They are 
young and old, couples 
with neighborly smiles, 
American Spirit smok¬ 
ers, and those in mili¬ 
tary boots, tattoos, and 
dreads. Old white people clench fists so 
tightly that it’s hard not to imagine them 
50 years ago, standing up against a war or 
rolling on a mud-soaked festival field on 
enough acid to tranquilize a small bear. 

These are the followers of Black Lives 
Matter Minneapolis, the group unoffi¬ 
cially led by Hare, Michael McDowell, and 
Kandace Montgomery. They present the 
vibe of youth-group leaders, smiley and 
inclusive, too young to be this unflappable. 

If you were to sketch a stereotypical 
young black man, it would be McDowell 
— lanky, athletic looking, dark. He favors 
all-black clothing and wears big-rimmed 
glasses over soft eyes and a softer voice. 

McDowell is one of the principal orga¬ 
nizers of a group that knows no formal 
hierarchy. He darts about crowds with

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impish smiles and warm hugs, as if he’s a 
pastor’s son greeting everyone at a church 
potluck. 

The events and speeches, to equip black 
people to fight off the urge to sit out the 
fight, end up feeling like sermons, each 
speaking to a specific circumstance or 
political reality, presented in parables. 

Montgomery helps lead meetings. She 
moved from Maine to Minnesota to work 
as an organizer with TakeAction Min¬ 
nesota, a group that pushes racial and 
economic equity. She’s more forceful than 
McDowell, with an ability to command 
a room and maintain focus instead of 
getting lost in the history and heft of 
black Americans. 

They collectively work toward their 
objective. But how to go about getting it 
done, exactly, is a cause for tension. 

An explosive example came near the 
end of a meeting at Zion Baptist Church 
in Minneapolis. The session was wrap¬ 
ping up when a woman declared a need 
to get rid of black leaders. They’ve been 
successful not because they champion 
the black community, she reasoned, but 
because they’ve calculated how to navigate 
a white world. 

She dropped names, invoking a house 
Negro vibe. What Black Lives needed was 
a cleansing of such parasites. 

Another woman jumped in to say that 
many black people are dealing with a lot 
already. A crusade to flush out heretics 
would not help. The conversation was 
passionate, back-and-forth, spawning 
mini-discussions. 

The women were like clergy at the 
Council of Trent — gathered in agree¬ 
ment that there is a God, that there exists 
a time for racial serenity, but unsure of 
what the next steps are. 

‘The tension is what makes Black Lives 
Matter Minneapolis so beautiful,” says 
Montgomery. “We authentically wrestle 
with those things because of our commit¬ 
ment to black lives. We come up with much

more creative solutions to our problems 
this way.” 

Montgomery’s mother “kinda hates” 
this work. Her daughter is typically able to 
soothe her. Still, Montgomery was tested 
after the Fourth Precinct shooting, when 
she couldn’t get Mom off the phone with 
a simple “don’t worry.” 

“It’s not easy work,” says Hare, a north 
Minneapolis native. Her black experi¬ 
ence came with white parents, parents 
who disagree with Black Lives’ tactics. 
“They’ll say, ‘People hate you, you’re get¬ 
ting in the way of their commute, and 
that’s not gonna change people’s minds,”’ 
says Hare. 

She grew up very close to her parents, 
who spoke to her openly about dating, 
understood hair things, and supported 
her. Hare is resolved to have the patience 
to see someone — white or black — all the 
way through. 

Montgomery admits the group is seen 
by many as aimless. The problem, she 
believes, is that there’s a message. It’s just 
not being heard. 

But that message is not so succinct. In 
this era of Obama’s hope and Trump’s 
making America great again, the group 
has a singular point: “Black lives matter.” 

Yet hope and greatness are both positive 
and positively vague. To believe that black 
lives matter, one must first get people to 
believe that those lives have been dimin¬ 
ished, leading to police brutality and gaps 
in education and employment. It’s not 
an easy sell. 

“Yeah, that’s right, you nigger”

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ing up was how to interact with police. 

‘T)on’t have your hands in your pockets,” 
she would warn. ‘‘Don’t wear a hoodie. 
Please don’t run.” 

In high school, he lived in Lino Lakes 
while attending the St. Paul Conservatory 
for Performing Arts. His walk to the bus 
was a mile each way, a gauntlet of verbally 
charged brutality. 

“People would slow down and honk 
their horn and yell out, ‘Hey nigger.’” He 
would keep walking home. 

Recently, in downtown Minneapolis, he 
was approached by an apparent homeless 
man, drunk and asking for cash. 

“I’m sorry, sir, I don’t have any on me,” 
McDowell said. 

“Well fuck you, nigger,” the beggar 
taunted. “You nigger. Yeah, that’s right, 
you nigger.” 

McDowell took out his phone and began 
to record, asking the man to repeat him¬ 
self. But even the homeless man had the 
wherewithal to veil his contempt. 

“You have a nice day,” the beggar said to 
the camera. “Don’t get into any trouble.” 

McDowell’s involvement in Black Lives 
was ultimately spurred by the case of Dar¬ 
ren Wilson, the cop who shot Mike Brown 
in Ferguson, Missouri. 

“I was pissed and I was hurt with 
everyone else when the Darren Wilson 
nonindictment came in and felt to my 
core the blatant disregard for black life,” 
he says. “I had a deep gut reaction to the 
trigger of it. I felt I had to act.” 

McDowell, who’s prone to behaving 
both like a pastor’s kid and the guy who 
calls police “pigs” on the internet, peri¬ 
odically leads Black Lives meetings, but 
tends to defer to women. 

In the patriarchy-flipping world of 
radical black activism, the women hold 
the cudgel. Montgomery is queer with 
braid-dreads and glasses that look like 
she’s had them since 10th grade. She com¬ 
mands the respect of any room she’s in. 

She appreciates how women are very 
much in charge. “It’s great to recognize that 
women do most of the work in our homes

and our movement, for that to be actually 
lifted up and to be honored,” she says. 

They hold the same roles that black 
women have always held at home after 
church or at Thanksgiving dinner. They 
are quiet and reserved with everything in 
order. The men are left to do the mindless 
and physical. 

At one meeting, two young guys got 
into a scuffle. They tangled in shoving 
grips before others calmly split them. 
The principal aggressor defended him¬ 
self loudly, claiming the group needed 
to stop worrying about his actions and 
worry instead about the white people. 

The rest of the room was entirely calm. 
Montgomery leaped to keep it that way. 
First, she instinctively blurted out the 
decision to move the meeting to a “new 
space,” then led the group through breath¬ 
ing exercises and jokes. Everyone eagerly 
moved past the tension. 

“Center on what we are here for,” she 
said. “I know that is hard and might be 
a struggle for us. I have a feeling we can 
still get work done today.” 

The female regulars seem to possess 
this extra layer of resolve. But they are 
still belittled by black men. One meeting 
was dedicated to misogyny and patriarchy. 
On cue, a man raised his hand to ask why 
the topic was women. 

“What about Jamar Clark?” he asked. 
“We’re dying in the streets.” 

A woman countered with a tale from 
the Fourth Precinct occupation after the 
shooting. She’d asked a group of men how 
they were feeling about general safety. But 
she was scolded for being weak, possibly 
for just speaking up, for asking a question 
and wanting answers from men. 

The men carried on in conversation as 
though she wasn’t there. 

Her tale was followed by others, noting

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how backward it was for men to fight for 
equality, yet so quickly, even pridefully, 
snap down on black women. 

The guy listened to every word without 
interruption, said he felt he needed an 
explanation, and did little else but listen 
for the rest of the meeting. 

The blackness of yah, 
sure, you betcha 


B eing black in Minnesota is about 
stomaching little things. It’s not so 
much sinister as it is a lack of familiarity. 

The first memory I have of feeling sad 
because I’m black came at age 6. Another 
kid was being pushed on a swing by his 
older brother. I saddled up next to them 
and nodded hello. 

The little boy looked at me and did a 
doubletake. ‘Wait,” he said, looking up at 
his brother, “so that’s a nigger?” 

The older brother, perhaps all of 9, knew 
something very inappropriate had been 
said. He shuffled his younger brother away 
while the smaller boy kept asking, “What? 
Is that a nigger or not?” 

I walked to my mom, who shot me a 
what-the-hell-happened look. I didn’t 
tell her. The kid didn’t know what he was 
saying; he’d heard it somewhere. But that 
blatant unfamiliarity didn’t seem to change 
as the years went on. 

I was recently in the customer service 
line at the Roseville Target. I’d bought a 
pair of khakis that I didn’t try on, which 
consequently didn’t fit at all. At the head 
of the line, a high school-age white girl 
was helping a black girl of similar age. 

The white girl asked the black girl if 
she had a receipt. She did. The worker 
then asked if she had the card used to 
purchase the item. She didn’t. 

The white girl suddenly raised her voice, 
as if announcing her predicament to the 
rest of the customer service section. “I’m 
sorry, I can’t help you.” 

The black girl turned and panned the

room. She calmly explained her situation, 
so quietly I couldn’t make it out. 

Then came another burst from the white 
girl. “I’m sorry. Even if your mom did buy 
this and you have the same last name, I 
can’t give you cash and would need to get 
a manager or someone about store credit.” 

The black girl took a step back. “Okay, I 
can get my mom. It’s not a big deal. I just 
thought I would ask.” 

She walked away in silence. 

Yes, working customer service in high 
school sucks. I remember being 16 and 
clocking in, knowing every moment 
would be the suckiest. So when I see a 
young, clearly disgruntled employee at 
a restaurant or department store, I get 
out of their way. 

But I have no way of avoiding this girl. 
There are khakis in play. 

I smile and begin with “Hey,” but the 
girl barks before another word can emerge 
from my mouth. 

“You have your receipt, right?” 

“Yeah.” 

I hand her the receipt. She snatches it 
from my hand. 

“Where’s your card?” 

She doesn’t greet me. Her tone is resent¬ 
ful, as if she doesn’t believe I or the black 
girl can grasp the concept of returning 
purchases. I admit that I snapped back. 
“Of course,” I say, half-yelling. 

She got quiet. I immediately felt bad. 
Is she just a cranky high schooler? She 
puts through my refund. 

I pivot away and stop a few steps from 
the counter. A middle-age white woman 
follows me in line. 

“Hey! How’s it going? What can I do 
for you?” the girl asks politely, as if greet¬ 
ing her aunt. They’re soon discussing the 
weather, and how the girl has enjoyed the 
unseasonable warmth. 
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On more occasions than I can count, 
I Ve been entirely ignored or curtly greeted 
at stores and restaurants, only to watch 
the same worker greet a white woman 
with enthusiasm. Servers will address 
me plainly, almost resentfully. Then, as I 
stand three feet away, theydl greet a white 
man with a huge smile and a “Welcome 
to whatever!” 

I combat this by hiding my blackness. 
I smile, ear to ear, like a moron, making 
nonstop eye contact with waiters and 
administrators so as to not seem threat¬ 
ening. 

I get it. When a white person sees me 
coming, I am an exception. They imagine 
exceptional things — usually bad things 
— will accompany my presence. 

That Target girl was exasperated by 
the prospect of having to talk through 
transactions with two consecutive black 
people. The sight of the white lady was 
a clear relief to her. 

No whites allowed 


1 trail behind McDowell as we walk into 
a meeting. Behind us is an unmistakably 
white woman heading our way. Black Lives 
Minneapolis meetings are for people of 
color only. 

I freeze, admittedly horrified by the 
specter of turning away a sympathetic 
white person. McDowell holds the door 
open for me, but blocks the woman’s 
entrance. He politely asks her why she 
is entering. She’s here to attend the meet¬ 
ing, she says. 

McDowell informs her that it’s people 
of color only. The woman says she’s with 
a sympathetic organization. McDowell 
softens his feathery voice to explain that no 
one who identifies as white is permitted. 

I don’t quite hear the end of it, or what 
she says as she leaves, because I am look¬ 
ing down, wish-praying that this doesn’t

become a thing. 

McDowell watches her leave, the dis¬ 
comfort clear. He doesn’t look at me and 
we say nothing. 

Though we are black, we are Minne¬ 
sotan. 

Inside, a black man walks in with what 
looks to be a white woman. Her skin is 
alabaster, but her hair and eyes are dark. 
Maybe she’s Native American? 

She follows her bo5df lend to a seat. The 
assembly’s eyes dart in her direction, at 
once filing through our biases and throwing 
them overboard. No one says anything. 

McDowell begins the meeting with a 
warm welcome. 

“I love being with you guys. This is my 
favorite part of the month,” he says. Every¬ 
one looks at the white woman. Still, no 
one says an5Thing. The meeting goes on. 

Halfway through, a black woman rather 
abruptly stands up and pronounces: This is 
a people-of-color space only, so we invite 
anyone who doesn’t identify as a person 
of color to leave. 

The room falls silent and still. No one 
looks at anyone. Finally the woman reaches 
for her coat and her boyfriend stands. 
The room exhales. She is white after all. 

I fully understand the irony: A group 
based on inclusion is excluding people 
because of their skin. 

But it’s awesome. I have never felt so 
good as a black person. 

There’s food and fellowship. We talk 
about black stuff in the blackest way, leav¬ 
ing our black filter at the door. 

White judgment, because it’s seemingly 
everywhere, is this storm cloud in black 
people’s minds. By contrast, this is like 
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ARE YOU

the blackest, happiest Christmas. It’s a 
clean hit of unburdened existence. 

“It’s one of the most liberating experi¬ 
ences of my life,” says McDowell. “The 
Black Lives Matter movement is very 
much centered around loving your black¬ 
ness and loving yourself in the face of 
all of this oppression. Healing too.... It’s 
very beautiful to be a part of it. I feel 
very empowered, also very grateful and 
humble.” 

For the win 


L ike a bunch of black Joseph Nicollets, 
Black Lives is composed of cartogra¬ 
phers hoping to find a New World. Sure, 
civil rights work has plenty of precedence. 
There are aspects of the centuries-long 
fight that remain the same. But much has 
also changed. 

I hear far more blacks express qualms 
with tactics than whites. My brother, for 
example. He believes the message is getting 
lost in the weeds. The protests have left 
people talking about how much it sucked 
to be stuck in traffic, to shop during the 
holidays, to fly to see loved ones at Christ¬ 
mas. Instead of associating protests with 
the plight of the black community, the 
immediate association is one of brashness, 
inconvenience, petulance. 

The group is in a tough spot. If they 
believe black men can be killed without 
punishment, should they stop to think about 
inconveniencing shoppers or the precise 
etiquette of MLK/Gandhi disobedience? 

The means should be, in the words of 
Dr. King, “as pure as the ends.” But when 
the end is staying alive, it can outweigh 
thinking through how pure the means are. 

Standing in the middle of the State Fair 
may not be as sophisticated as boycotting 
buses in Montgomery, but it is civil dis¬ 
obedience. It’s also a little rough around 
the edges. 

Perhaps that’s why the White House 
recently received a petition, signed by 


100,000 people signed a petition L 
asking President Obama to declare 
Black Lives Matter a terrorist group. 


100,000 people, asking the president to 
declare Black Lives a “terrorist group.” 
It’s a fool’s assertion, of course. The group 
neither advocates violence, nor has it been 
officially charged with any violent acts. 
But such is the country’s racial divide that 
blocking a freeway or occupying a mall 
can be viewed on par with ISIS. 

Moreover, these tactics have brought 
success. Hennepin County will no longer 
use grand juries in police shootings, since 
they rarely go against the officer, no mat¬ 
ter the circumstances. Gov. Mark Da 5 Ton 
vowed to veto a bill to reopen a private 
prison in Appleton after activists claimed 
it would further the mass incarceration 
of black people. 

Minnesota is also putting $100 million 
toward economic and education programs 
to shrink racial disparities. All come with 
at least a partial nod to Black Lives Matter. 

During a panel hosted by Minneapo¬ 
lis Councilwoman Alondra Cano, Black 
Lives activist Adja Gildersleve accepted 
the microphone with a sly, truant smile. 

“I was just in the suburbs,” she said, 
“and it was so weird to walk in the suburbs, 
seeing white folks just living their lives 
all happy. Like, everything is normal for 
them. I’m like, 'What the heck?’ Because, 
as a black person in this movement, I’m 
gonna be real, I face a lot of depression. 

“There’s a lot of work. It’s not fun for 
me to be out on the line, shutting down 
highways. Shutting down the airport. Shut¬ 
ting down the Mall of America. Having 
cops brutalize us as we do this to fight for 
our lives. Like, that is not fun. It’s a lot of 
trauma that we have to go through to fight 
for what we believe in, which is our lives. 

“It will ultimately affect everyone’s life. 
When we fight for liberation, it’s going 
to be everyone’s liberation.” 03

ily expensive) bottle of wine. Frankly, you 
probably need a drink if all you can muster 
up for dinner is a cellophane-wrapped tuna 
salad sandwich from the cold case at the 
grocery store. 

Bill Summerville is here to help. 
Summerville is a familiar face in the 
Twin Cities restaurant community. He 
was sommelier and managing partner at 
La Belle Vie, opening general manager for 
Spoon and Stable, and he designed the wine 
program for Scena restaurant. 


And while his current job as a sales 
rep for New France wine often finds him 
gallivanting around the globe eating great 
food and drinking fabulous wine, some 
nights Summerville orders fried chicken 
from Dulono’s — just like us mere mortals 
for whom dinner often consists of whatever 
Bite Squad will bring to the door. 

He’s also a realist, so he knows that for 
many (most?) people, spending $100 on a 
bottle of wine is out of reach and spending 
$30 is a stretch. Luckily, he says, there are 
good values and tasty bottles to be found 
at any price. Sure, an $11 bottle won’t be 
as refined or nuanced as a $100 bottle, but 
then your Kraft mac and cheese is no lobster 
truffle pasta, either. 

The following are his tips on how to 


explore creative pairings for some favorite 
takeout options. 

Learn a few rules, then experiment. 

Summerville met us at Red Wagon Pizza, 
where we sampled seven wines alongside 
sushi, barbecue ribs, and pizza. As the taste 
testing proved, there are no hard and fast 
rules for enjo 5 dng wine with your food, but 
there are some general principles that will 
help guide you in the liquor store. From 
there, let your palate and your pocketbook 
be your guide. 

Rule#l 

The common wisdom that red wines go 
with meat and white wines go with fish and 
seafood is as good a place as any to start. 


just don’t let it limit you. Another way to 
put it is that heavier wines go with more 
substantial dishes, lighter wines with less 
heavy foods. 

Rule #2 

What grows together, goes together. Pair 
wines with food from the same part of the 
world. Ifyou’re havingpasta with ared sauce, 
a sangiovese is a safe bet. A Loire Valley goat 
cheese is a natural with sauvignon blanc. 

Rule #3 

Match your wine to the most prominent 
element in the dish. If you’re eating ribs 
and all the fixings, you have spicy sauce, 
but also tangy coleslaw, and probably fries. 
Clearly, the ribs are the star of the show, so 
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match the wine to them, not the coleslaw. 

Rule #4 

Alcohol exacerbates spicy heat, so choose a 
medium- to low-alcohol wine with Mexican, 
Thai, or Indian food. 

Rule #5 

When serving wine with dessert, your wine 
should always be sweeter than what you’re 
serving it with. 

The bad helps you appreciate the good. 

There are a few amazing pairings, many 
average pairings, and good deal of bad 
pairings, notes Summerville, and, as with 
life in general, ‘Tou have to taste the bad to 
appreciate the good.” As long as the food 



A FEW PICKS FROM THE PRO; 

Here are some budget-friendly wines 
Summerville likes. They’re all available at 
local liquor stores: 

Reserve de la Saurine Rose (France) 

PRICE: Low teens. 

This is a perfect summer wine; drink it with a 
salad or when you’re making a meal of cheese 
(especially goat cheese and lighter, fresher 
cheeses) and crackers. 

La Cigarerra Manzanilla Sherry (Spain) 

PRICE: Low teens. 

We liked this wine with sushi; also try it with fish 
and chips or other fried seafood, or when “din¬ 
ner” is a bag of potato chips or popcorn. 

Hugo Gruner Veltliner (Austria) 

PRICE: Mid teens. 

This is the wine to turn to the next time you order 
pad Thai or other mildly spicy Asian food. 

Easton Zinfandel (California) 

PRICE: Around $20. 

Try this one with barbecue ribs. 

Avinyo Reserve Cava (Spain) 

PRICE: High teens. 

What doesn’t go with a vivacious sparkling wine? 
OK, maybe there are a few things, but it’s hard to 
go wrong. It’s especially good with anything fried 
and mildly salty. 

Do Ferreiro Albarino (Spain) 

PRICE: Mid 20s. 

Another great summer wine, this one is perfect 
with seafood. 


and beverage do not fight with or take away 
from each other, you’re off to a good start. 

Find a good wine shop. 

It helps to make friends with someone at 
your favorite liquor store whose opinion 
you can trust so you know they’re not just 
trying to pawn off that rot gut they have 
20 cases of and need to unload. And have 
some informationready when you’re looking 
for a recommendation. Are you a fan of 
fruity wines? Do you like a floral note, or 
a more earthy undertone? Do you prefer a 
dry or sweet wine? Don’t be embarrassed 
to name a price. A reputable liquor store 
will be able to find you the best bottle for 
the price. Although if your price is under 
$5, best head to Trader Joe’s for some Two 
Buck Chuck. 

Trust your instincts. 

Pairing can get complex, but even after years 
of stud 3 dngwine and choosing pairings for 
some of the best restaurants in town, “it’s 
best to go with your gut,” says Summerville. 
Sometimes you just know that two things will 
or won’t complement each other, he points 
out. Think about a chocolate doughnut and 
orange juice. Gross, right? Now, how about 
coffee and doughnuts? Much better. That’s 
because the sweetness in the doughnut will 
play well with the bitterness of the coffee. 
And your years of experience as an eater and 
drinker (ak.a your gut) tells you that without 
you having to taste it for yourself He calls 
these “cultural pairings,” taste memories 
based on what you ate growing up. 

Document your hits and misses. 

Take pictures of the wines you like, 
Summerville suggests, so you can find them 
again; conversely, ifyou hated a wine, having 
a picture keeps you from bringing home 
another bottle by mistake. If you want to 
really get serious, take notes. Write down 
what you liked about the wine (it was 
effervescent, it tasted like strawberries, 
it paired perfectly with a hamburger) or 
what you hated (it smelled like cat urine, 
the tannins made you pucker up, it was too 
sweet). You might start to notice a pattern— 
you really like sauvignonblancs, for example, 
or you never like cabernet sauvignon. 

Taste with friends. 

You can explore pairings one at a time 
(does this cava go with these nachos?), 
but it is much more educational — and fun 
— to invite some friends. Have everyone 
contribute a different bottle of wine and 
some food so you can try a couple types 
of wine with each dish to see what works 
and why. You may never be a professional 
sommelier, but you can make sure your food 
and your wine make each other better — 
even if that food comes in a grease-stained 
cardboard box. BS

SALMAN RUSHDIE 

MACALESTER COLLEGE, KAGIN COMMONS 
Released last September to critical 
acclaim, Salman Rushdie’s latest novel, 
Two Years Eight Months and Twenty-

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DON’T ANSWER THE CALL 

Seeing the new Ghostbusters might not be the best #squadgoal

T here are a lot of acronyms in the 
new Ghostbusters. EVD, APX, 
and other three-letter esoterica 
remind us of the pseudoscience 
driving this paranormal comedy, but the 
filmmakers appear to have forgotten the 
most important one: LOL. 

After more than a year of nakedly sexist 
backlash — whither the pre-release vitriol 
over every other cash-in reboot of the last 
decade? — Ghostbusters has finally arrived. 
In hindsight, it’s difficult to imagine how 
anyone could feel so strongly about Paul 
Feig’s female-led reboot in either direction. 
The film is simply there, neither a childhood- 
destroying outrage nor a hater-silencing 
laugh riot. If not the bummer of the 
summer, it’s yet another reminder of how 
underwhelming this blockbuster season 
has been. 

Melissa McCarthy, Kristen Wiig, Kate 


McKinnon, and Leslie Jones are all gifted 
comic performers. McCarthy’s previous 
collaborations withFeig—5py, TheHeat, and 
of courseBridesmaids, which Wiig co-wrote 
and -starred in — range from decent to 
hilarious. Yet very few laughs have survived 
the transition of their sensibilities onto a 
wider, more expensive canvas. The result 
is like one of those standup specials you’d 
watch late at night on Netflix — amusing, 
but not enough to hold your attention as 
you drift off 

Most of the exceptions come from 
McKinnon, here playing an off-kilter 
gearhead whose manic energy is sorely 
lacking elsewhere in the film. It’s rare for 
a smirking, self-aware character in a high- 
concept fi:*anchise to constantly make light of 
the world around her without being overly 
persuasive and underscoring how silly this 
all is. She exudes a quiet confidence, as 
though the lines she has in her head are 
even better than the ones she’s allowed 


to deliver without jeopardizing the PG-13 
rating. 

The two leads play off each other as they 
have in the past, with Wiig as the tenure- 
track professor and McCarthy as the gadget- 
loving loose cannon. Their interplay must 
provide a few choice moments, but not any 
memorable ones. 

Jones, as an MTA employee-turned- 
ghostbuster, completes the squad but is 
given little to do beyond complement her 
peers’ PhDs with ground-level insight on 
the city itself Chris Hemsworth proves a 
surprisingly capable ad-libber as the dim- 
witted secretary who struggles to answer 
the phone and is mostly kept around for 
eye candy. 

The film wastes little time providing 
indisputable proof of the supernatural, 
though New York’s skeptical citizenry refijses 
to believe it—as much as interdimensional 
rifts, these latter-day ghostbusters are 
competing with the 24/7 news cycle and

instant social-media reactions to their antics. 
Some of it feels anticipatory, even meta, and 
at least one brief scene was added to subtly 
respond to the idiotic outrage with which 
Ghostbusters has been met by people who 
haven’t even seen it. But the movie itself 
has no mic-drop moment, nothing asserting 
itself as the bold statement its assembled 
talent is more than capable of creating. 

The spirits they’re up against are striking 
nevertheless: translucent, multi-hued, at 
once electrical and watery. As these blue 
and green spectres go beyond the veil of 
their own dimension and are loosed upon 
the streets of New York, there’s a strange 
sense that this is Ghostbusters as it should 
be: weird, colorful, and a little unhinged. 
Ectoplasm aside, the rest of the film is too 
sterile to leave a mark. 03

yad Akhtar’s Disgraced is now 
pla 5 dng on the Guthrie Theater’s 
McGuire Proscenium Stage, a 
space that was built for plays 
just like this. 

In classic tradition, Akhtar brings a 
set of characters together in a comfort¬ 
able domestic setting, uncorks a bottle 
of whiskey, and lets ’em all have at it. 
What’s novel is that these aren’t WASPs 
arguing over who Mother loved best. 
They’re two interracial couples deal¬ 
ing with questions of identity and faith. 

At the center is Amir (Bhavesh Patel), 
a successful attorney whose parents were 
born in what is now Pakistan. He’s mar¬ 
ried to Emily (Caroline Kaplan), a white 
artist who’s fascinated with the Muslim 
faith her husband has rejected. Her Islam- 
inspired work is catching attention from 
Isaac (Kevin Isola), a high-powered cura¬ 
tor whose wife, Jory (Austene Van), is 
a lawyer at Amir’s firm. Amir’s nephew 
Abe (Adit Dileep) is a fifth character, 
struggling with the challenges of being 
a young Muslim immigrant in a suspi¬ 
cious society. 

The play is set in the lavish condo 
Amir and Emily share, realized in high

Director Marcela Lorca stages the 
play as a series of interactions — some 
with extended dialogue, others briefly 
glimpsed through the condo’s windows 
as Sanford Moore’s jazzy, ominous score 
plays between scenes. At the climax, 
the two couples convene for a dinner 
that begins as a celebration and ends 
in explosive conflict. 

Patel gives a high-wire performance 
as Amir, a man channeling deep anger 
into bonhomie so intense it’s frighten¬ 
ing. Amir’s combination of intelligence, 
charisma, and pain makes for a fascinat¬ 
ing character, and Patel is absolutely 
magnetic.

Local indie-pop stars ON AN ON shut it down three years after striking success

ate Eiesland knows indie-rock 
buzz isn’t sustainable. 

It’s been four years since he 
founded ON AN ON alongside 
Alissa Ricci and Ryne Estwing. In that time, 
the electro-pop wunderkinds have released 
two nationally recognized albums, toured 
the world, and taken stages at Bonnaroo 
and Governor’s Ball. Sting’s daughter even 
opened during their last national tour. Now 
they’re pitching all those artifacts of success 
into the void and going on an indefinite 
hiatus. 

‘There’s such new life there,” Eiesland 
says ahead of his band’s show Wednesday at 
the Turf Club. “It’s just all excitinghorizons.” 

In June, Eiesland posted a lengthy missive 
on ON AN ON’s Facebook declaring their 
next month of shows their last for an 
indeterminate time. 

“We don’t wanna say that we’re ending,” 
says Eiesland, who is vague and hopeful 
about the prospect of ON AN ON ever 
playing live again. “All three of us are still 
here as people, and that’s what the fans are 
connected to, not the brand. That’s what 
I’m moving on from. The branding aspect 
of ever 5 Thing.” 

ON AN ON were born in a void, and so 
it makes sense that they’re returning into 
one. After their former band. Scattered 
Trees, disbanded in 2012, Eiesland, Ricci, 
and Estwing used the resultant vacuum 
to forge one of the buzziest Twin Cities 
albums of the past five years — ON AN 
ON’s 2013 debut. Give In. Their dreamy 
lead single “Ghosts,” which currently sits 
at just under 4 million Spotify plays, led the 
way for what was to be a breakout career. 
But, as Eiseland discovered over the ensuing 
album releases, that buzz doesn’t nourish. 

“Someone else will come and be the next 
buzz band,” he says. “Gettingbig and huge 
should be a byproduct of great work. If it’s 
not, you’re just occup34ng a role, and you’re 
gonna fall from the focus, and someone 
else will occupy that role.” 

The anxiety he’s referring to is inherent 
in the mechanistic churn of the album 
cycle. While the band was touring their 
2015 follow-up. And the Wave Has Two 
Sides, they found themselves caught in the 


unsatisfying motions of the hype machine. 
And the Wave Has Two Sides fell well short 
of Give In’s critical adulation, and it left the 
trio spent. ON AN ON had devoted and 
negotiated so much to build up the album, 
but they realized that, even if it’d been a 
triumphant comeback, it wasn’t the way 
they wanted to continue making records. 

“A lot of those things that created the 
anxiety are things that are connected to, 
‘How do I make sure this sells?”’ Eiesland 
says. “All of a sudden, it’s a ghost in the 
room. I’m just realizing all the things that 
I love about making music are the same as 
they always were, and I can have all those 
things without needing to depend on an 
industry that, even at its peak, isn’t very 
healthy for human beings.” 

Even the most idealistic musicians 
recognize that stark reality. You can be a 
bedroom artist all you want, but odds are 
you’ll have to compromise yourself to the 
brink of fraud if you ever want a Pitchfork 
review. And even that won’t guarantee you’ll 
be remembered. The more ON AN ON 


thought about it, the more it made sense 
to buck the order and return to the placid 
unpredictability of the past. 

“I’ve been writingsongs andleadingbands 
since I was 13 years old,” Eiesland says. “I 
see now, in the amount of life experience 
I have, that I can get all that I love out of 
it and release myself from the things that 
produce anxiety in a lifestyle like that.” 

He knows that people might think he’s 
crazy for folding a brand that’s already 
proven successful, especially when most 
musicians never even get to the halfway 
point of what ON AN ON has achieved. 
He’s not trying to convince them otherwise. 

“There are a lot of people who are like, 
‘What are you doing?!’ and that’s fine with 
me,” Eiesland says. “Instead of changing 
the game, I’d rather just close the box and 
put the game away.” 

After their final show in Chicago on July 
28, the members of ON AN ON are scaling 
back and resetdingin Minneapolis. Ricci will 
pursue her electronica passions with MEMO 
and work on her visual art, and Estwing 


ON AN ON 

will play the Turf Club in St. Paul 
on Wednesday. 


will be investing time into his melodic solo 
project, Louis. Eiesland’s ambitions are, 
fittingly, a little more open-ended. 

For the last two years, he’s been 
relentlessly documenting every part of 
his songwriting process. It started off as a 
way to retain spontaneous moments, but it 
transformed into somethingmore immersive 
once he started chatting with the recording 
as if it were an onlooker in the room. He 
calls the project COMO — named after the 
Minneapolis neighborhood but also the 
Spanish word meaning “what” or “how.” 

“When you listen to that, you are actively 
in that room,” Eiesland says of COMO. “Even 
though my voice is pre-recorded, I carved 
out room for you in that moment back then. 
It’s happening in more than one moment in 
time. And the songs that have come out of it 
have been the best songs I’ve ever written.”

SAVAGE LOVE 

Full Disclosure 

When do I have to tell my partner I’m intersex? 


^’m 28years old and live in the Midwest. 
I Fm intersex, but I identify as female. I 
I am not out about being bom intersex. 
A Due to surgeries and hormones, I look 
like a fairly attractive female. I have been 
hanging out with a chill heteroguy, and things 
are getting very flirty. Is it unethical of me to 
not disclose my intersex-ness to him? 

IN NEW TERRIFIC EROTIC ROMANCE 

‘We all have to make decisions about what 
we disclose to partners or potential partners 
and when we disclose it,” said Alice Dreger, 
historian of medicine and 
science, sex researcher, 
and author. 

"Intersex" is an 
umbrella term covering 
dozens of different 
inborn conditions. 

“They all involve 
someone having 
something other than 
the standard male or 
standard female body 
as those are defined 
by doctors,” explained 
Dreger. “There are lots 
of different ways to be 
intersex, including some 
so subtle that you might never even know 
you had that particular variation.” 

So that chill hetero boy you’re thinking 
about disclosing your intersex-ness to, 
INTER? He could be intersex himself 
and not know it. But you do know it, and 
does “knowing it” obligate you to disclose? 

“Lying is a bad idea, of course, but she’s 
not l 5 dng by presenting herself as a woman 
and identifying as a woman,” said Dreger. 
“She is a woman, just one whose body came 
with some parts that aren’t common to most 
women, or maybe lacking some parts that 
are common to most women (depending on 
her particular intersex condition).” 

Dreger suggests making a mental list 
of the things a long-term partner might 
want, need, or have a right to know about 
your history and your body. Then using 
your best judgment, INTER, decide what 
to share with him and when to share it. 

“For example,” said Dreger, “if this chill 
hetero guy talks about wantingkids someday, 
and the letter writer is infertile, she might 
want to mention sooner rather than later 
that she was born with a condition that left 
her infertile. Do her genitals look or work 
differently than he might be expecting? If 
so, she might think about when it would 


be best to give him some guidance about 
how her body is a little different and what 
works best for her.” 

Each of us has to balance our partner’s 
legitimate right to certain information, 
INTER, with our right to medical privacy 
as well as our physical and emotional safety. 

“There’s no reason for her to feel like she 
has to announce, T’m an intersex woman.’ 
She could opt to say, at some point, T was 
born with congenital adrenal hyperplasia,’ 
or T was born with androgen insensitivity 
syndrome,’ or whatever her specific 
condition is, and then 
answer his questions,” 
said Dreger. “If the label 
‘intersex’ were part ofher 
core identity—a critical 
part of who she feels she 
is—then she might want 
to tell him early on, just 
as someone might talk 
about her ethnicity if 
that’s really important 
to her. But otherwise, she 
can disclose just like non¬ 
intersex people do with 
regard to fertility, sexual 
health, sexual sensation, 
sexual preferences, and 
sexual function—at apace and in a way that 
promotes a good relationship and makes 
you feel honest and understood. And no 
one can tell her she has to use the term 
‘intersex.’ That’s entirely up to her.”
